_ Immediate effect of the capitulation of omatla 3 the 
isolation of*Bulgaria, between a “Co- belligerent” Rumania, 


and an unfriendly Turkey. Whether or net. the Russian 

armies are an additional menace to Bulgaria remains to be 
seen. The USSR and Bulgaria are not at war. It may be 
assumed, however, that the presence of the Russian armies 
immediately to the north will encourage the timid Bulgarian 
government to capitulate. It will be surprising if Bulgaria 


does not follow the example of Romania in quitting the war 
if not actually becoming a co-belligerent. MHitler’s Balkan 
satellites are no longer a war issue for the Allied Nations. 

American armies in France, rushing beyond Sens south- 
east of Paris, were last heard of proceeding in the direction 
of the Swiss-German frontiers. Our invasion army in south- 
ern France was last reported beyond Grenoble, and heading 
north. Geneva reported today that American troops had 
reached the Swiss border—presumably Gen. Patch’s invasion 
force, for it had the least distance to go. 


FACE NEW STALINGRAD 


This accomplishment seals. off any possible enthre 


escape route for the German armies now pocketed in 
Northern Italy, and compels the German commanders in 
Italy to make one of two choices—to escape through the 
mountain passes of Italy into Austria (a difficult and dan- 
gerous maneuver in view of Allied control of the sky) or to 
_ skirt eastward around the Alps, a maneuver that might 
well be thwarted by Marshal Tito’s forces which, growing 
stronger day by day, have already demonstrated their ability 


to penetrate into the regionof Trieste. The German armies -

Dear Jay: 

It has occurred to me that it might be 
interesting to parents of boys in school if I told them 
about some of the things which seemed to me to be particu- 
larly important during this past year. 

In a war year such as the last the things 
you worry about usually do not happen. You cannot look for- 
ward with any certainty to what may occur at any time. One 
of the difficulties, of course, in the last two years is the 
fact that we have lost thirty-four members of our teaching 
staff. However, the teachers who remained did extra work 
and we were able to get other teachers, so on the whole last 
year the teaching in the school was almost normal. 

I remember very well in '16, '17 and '18 
the restlessness of the boys in school. That was what I 
dreaded most when it seemed certain that we were going to 
enter World War II. That fear, however, proved groundless 
and the spirit of the school during the past year has been 
unusually fine. The Army, the Navy and the Marines have 
advised the boys to get their diplomas before going into the 
service, and that bit of advice has done a great deal for us. 


The good work in scholarship, in athletics and in the many

elubs which represent the different interests of the boys 
show the sincerity of response from the school. 

This summer there are forty-one boys in 
our Anticipatory Program. These boys will be eighteen in 
February and by doing extra work this summer and this next 
fall they will be able to graduate from school in February. 
We have also a hundred and thirty-eight boys in our regular 
Summer Session. 

The increased number of scholarship boys 
in school this coming year will be a source of great satis- 
faction to all concerned. As a result of a good deal of 
active help from alumni, these are the sort of scholarship 
candidates most wanted - promising boys with limited finan- 
cial resources, whose homes are in remote rural districts or 
crowded cities. At present a committee of the faculty is 
working out a plan to make clear the qualifications such boys 
must have, and to give the parents of these boys a somewhat 
more tangible assurance of what they may expect in the way of 
financial aid. 

We are also going to make a great effort 
this next year to have as good food as any school in the 
country. Mrs. Hortense Baxter, a graduate of Ohio State Uni- 
versity and formerly dietitian at Western Reserve Acadeny, 


has started in this summer and this coming year will be in

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full charge. She will not only buy the food but she will 
see that the food is well prepared. We have probably made 
a mistake in past years in having one person buy the food 
and another serve it. 

Of course, war years are not the easiest 
years for a school. The war is in the minds of both teach- 
ers and scholars every minute. However, there does come 4 
solidarity in the relations of teachers and scholars which 
may not always be present in normal times. We feel that 
the all-important thing is to win the war in order that there 
may be a place in the world for such schools as Exeter. This 
feeling makes us put extra effort into our work and gives us, 
somehow, a feeling of assurance about the future. 

If there are any questions which you would 
like to ask about the school, I shall be very glad to try to 
answer them.

The Gilman Paper company and its 
affiliated companies, known as Mill- 
ett Corporation, Kraft Bag Corpora- 
tion, and Gilman Electric Light and 
(Power company, manufacture news- 
\print, kraft paper, and paper products. 
Gilman Electric Light and Power 
company supplies the power for Gil- 
jman and its neighboring communities. 
\Mr. Gilman built the churches in the 
town (Catholic and Protestant), and 
was a substantial contributor to and 

staunch supporter of these churches. 

When the war seemed imminent, he 
realized the impending shortage of 
pulp and paper in relation to the war 
ffort, and built a pulp mill at How- 
land, Me., for the manufacture of 
woodpulp. This mill is known as the
